PORT DARWIN, Australia, Oct. 
20.—Wing Commander Charles 
Kingsford-Smith today flew south- 
east over the 2000-mile route to 
Sydney after lowering by more 
than five days the record for a 
flight between England and Aus- 
tralia. 

He Will marry Miss Mary Powell 
just as quickly as she will consent 
after his arrival at Sydney. For 
her sake he will give up air ad- 
venturing and settle down to the 
more humdrum but less dangerous 
business of piloting an airplane be- 
tween Sydney and Melbourne. 

Kingsford-Smith arrived here ‘at 
2 p. m. yesterday from Heston Air- 
port, England, completing a flight 
of 10,000 miles in nine days and 
23% hours. His mark bettered 
by five and one-haif days the rec- 
ord of 15% days set by Bert Hink- 
ler in February, 1928. The trip 
was made in defiance of the orders 
of his doctor, who considered that 
Kingsford-Smith, who recently has 
had two operations and two attacks 
of influenza, was in no condition 
to fly nearly half way around the 
world.

FUTURISTIC OPERA 
IN GERMAN THEATER 
BRINGS ON A RIOT 


Routed When Fascists Re- 
lease Stench Bombs. 


By the Associated Press. 
FRANKFORT-ON-MAIN, Ger- 


many, Oct. 20.—Prince Takamat- 


su, brother of the Japanese Em- 
peror, and his consort were driven 
from the opera house here last 
night by stench bombs thrown by 
Fascists. 

The bombs, which were accom- 
panied by cries of Hall Hitler“ 
and “Germany awake.” were not 
directed at the royal visitors, but 
in protest at the opera, “Rise and 
Fall of the City Mahogany.” Never- 
theless the Prince and Princess, 
rather puzzled, hastily left the au- 
ditorium amid considerable hub- 
dub. 

Police dragged out dgeveral dis- 
turbers during the performance 
and cleared the auditorium after 
the final curtain. Outside they dis- 
persed a crowd. The real tumult 
began inside when demonstrants, 
evidently planted in various parts 
of the house, began yelling, 
whistling, chanting and releasing 
their bombs. 

The opera is by Kurt Weill and 
Bert Brecht. It describes in 
modernistic words and music sev- 
eral daring scenes of a Utopia of 
freedom founded by three fuzitives 
from justice, a city where no one 
is prevented from doing anything. 

The hero finally commits the 
crime “no state can ignore”—he 
fails to pay his bills and is electro- 
cuted for bankruptcy. The Fascists 
apparently objected to its political 
flavor and some of its orgiastic 
scenes. The was a considerable 
Fascist prot. x when the play had 
its premier in Leipsic several 
months ago. 

One Communist was fatally in- 
jured in a clash between F cists 
and Communists incident to the 
disturbances at the opera. His 
skull was fractured by a beer stein 
and he died shortly afterward at 
a hospital.

The Commerce Secretary, after a 
conference with President Hoover, 
gad the Cabinet group would act 
only as a preliminary committee 
and later would endeavor to set up 
whatever organization is found to 
be necessary to cope with unem- 
ployment. 

The President is expected to 
transmit the program to be agreed 
upon, with recommendations, to 
Congress, and to request the neces- 
sary funds 

From the Cabinet Committee 
likely will develop the larger or- 
ganization, with Lamont as chair- 
man. The President's Cabinet Com- 
mittee includes six cabinet mem- 
bers and Gov. Meyer of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board. The President, 
as Secretary of Commerce, headed 
a similar organization in 1921. 

Nature of the Problems, 

The problems today, in the offi- 
cial view, differ substantially from 
those met by the earlier Hoover 
group. Then there was a post-war 
shortage of hdéusing and private 
construction was called on to fur- 
nish considerable employment. Now 
the burden appears to devolve more 
upon public works and expansion 
of utility plants. Federal construc- 
tion has fallen behind in the past 
decade.

Wife Killed Herself. 

Phayer’s wife ended her life on 
Dec, 29, 1928, following his arrest 
on a charge of complicity in the 
$259,000 holdup of the Broadmoor 
Country Club near Indianapolis. 
Later the indictment against 
Phayer was dismissed for lack of 
evidence. 

Last night and early today East

PARIS, Oct. 30. — The French 
Government today ordered judicial | 
investigation and prosecution of | 
all persons suspected of engaging 
in acts endangering financial mar- 
kets and illegal speculations im- 
periling the normal functions of 
the Stock Exchange. 

The Government action followed 
an address by Premier Tardieu 
yesterday in which he said France 
had decided to keep its economit 
and financial house in order with 
the same energy and determina- 


tion it had manifested in prevent- 
ing meetings or movements calcu- 
lated to disturb public tranquillity 
and national sécurity. The Pre- 
mier called upon the public to 
make a united effort to insure the 
continued stability of the French 
Government. 

It has been known in banking 
circles that as the result of what 
the Paris press describes as wild 
rumors, one or two financial 
houses have been obliged to seek 
support, and the Vasseur Bank had 
been forced temporarily to suspend 
payments following a run, 

The investigation will be pursued 
under an article of the penal code 
which provides imprisonment of 
from two months to two years, 
with heavy fines for persons con- 
victed of deliberately attempting to 
manipulate the prices of — 
and bonds for the furtherance of 
their own interests. 

The Bourse recently has been 
nervous and irregular and often 
weak.

DECLARES POSITIVE PROGRAM 
FOR JEWS IN U. S. FAR AWAY 


Executive Director of American 
Congress Addresses Session in 
Washington.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—The 
eighth session of the American 
Jewish Congress convened yester- 
day with an expression of regret 
by Bernard G. Richards, executive 
director, that a “positive program 
for American Jewry” looking be- 
yond its immediate needs is as yet 
impossible of achievement. 

Explaining that “our activities 
are of a negative character,” in- 
volving protection of Jewish rights 
and in counteracting attacks in ev- 
ery form, he said a positive pro- 
gram “can as yet only be hinted 
at.” 

With an unrelieved, darkened 
horizon over the Jewries of Eastern | 
Europe our immediate tasks are 80 
sadiy and pressingly outlined for 
us that it may not be given to us 
to at this time address ourselves to 
plans and ideas beyond the imme- 
didate scope, illustrating again how 
the crisis of the hour come into 
constant conflict with the purposes 
of the years,” he said. 

“A positive program would have 
as its object the upbuil4ing of Ju- 
daism, Jewish culture and ideals 
and would aim at the creation of 
a type of organization which would 
inclose and fortify Jewish princi- 
ples and teachings. A positive pro- 
giam in Jewry, departing from the 
overwhelming predominance of 
ecclesiasticiem, apologetics and 
good will soothing s«vrup, would 
atm to enhance and to strengthen 
the moral and spiritual values of 
our people.“

Both men were tried at hearings 
held here in June by the State 
Board of Health and after their 
licenses were revoked they ap- 
pealed, asking the Circuit Court to 
review the proceedings. 

Mitigating Circumstances, 

In the case of Dr. Harmon, 
whom the board found guilty on 
a charge of performing an illegal 
opération on a woman patient, 
Judge Hall states that the evidence 
of other physicians showed the 
woman was tubercular and because 
of internal complications which ap- 
peared, it was better the operation 
be performed. “If this was the 
fact,” said the court, “then a rep- 
utable doctor should not be handi- 
capped in his treatment of a pa- 
tient where life is concerned. The 
statute makes abortion unlawful 
but this operation cannot be con- 
sidered as illegal.” 

Dr. Lentine asked for mitigation 
of the punishment against him, 
stating he acted for the operators 
of a fraudulent medical license 
ring merely in the capacity of mes- 
senger; his only reward was to 
have been “influence” to allow 
him to take the examination of the 
Illinois State Board of Health. 

May Seek Reinstatement. 

In the decision ruling against 
him, the Court states: 

“The necessary requirements of 
one seeking a license as a practi- 
tioner of medicine should be of the 
highest. A physician holds in his 
hands the life of a patient. and one 
with bad character should not be 
placed in the position of using the 
wonderful authority with which he 
is endowed, knowing how he could 
accomplish great wrong. No doubt 
the Legislature had this thought in 
mind when it enacted the law on 
the subject.” 

Judge Hall holds out the hope 
for Dr. Lentine that inasmuch as 
he has paid the penalty he will 
still have permission, on showing 
an honest effort to do what is 
right, to petition the State board 
for a reconsideration or modifica- 
tion of its ruling. Dr. Lentine’s 
Missouri license was granted in 
1928.

UILTY OF MAIL 


Special to the Post-Dienatech. 
LEAVENWORTH, Kan., Oct. 20. 


—The conviction of William G. 
McClintock, Kansas City attorney, 
in Federal Court here Saturday 
on 11 of 15 counts of an indictment 
charging him with using the mails 
to defraud, ended another chap- 
ter in one of the greatest bank 
swindles in the West. The convic- 
tion carries a maximum sentence 
of five years in prison on each 
count, but the sentences*may run 
concurrently. 

McClintock was charged with 
having plotted with A. J. Baxter, 
president of the Vernon (Kan.) 
State Bank, and James E. Brady 
of Kansas City, Kan., reputed head 
of the swindle ring, to defraud the 
defunct Union National Bank of 
Beloit, Kan. 

Following his conviction, the at- 
torney asserted: “I never meant 
to defraud anyone in my life.“ His 
counsel said an appeal will be 
filed this week. 

The swindle ring involved banks 
in Missouri, Kansas, Michigan, 
Arkansas and Georgia, and had 
New York connections. The scheme 
as outlined at the trial was to 
place in banks worthless notes 
signed by persons who could not 
pay, or with fictitious names, and 
to cash checks purported to be 
signed by persons in whose names 
the accounts were carried. 

Bank Paper “Kited.” 

Certificates of deposit were is- 
sued by sevePal of the six men in- 
dicted, it was alleged, on the 
strength of the fraudulent paper, 
and these certificates were subse- 
quently sold by parties to the 
scheme. Sixty-six counts in the 
indictments returned against the 
six defendants were based on sepa- 
rate communications sent through 
the mails in furtherance of the 
scheme. 

Bank paper was “kited” back 
and forth between Midwest depos- 
itories and New York, it was 
charged. Duriag a six months’ 
period in 1921-22 Brady's account 
at the Vernon bank, which had a 
capital of $10,000, ran up to 
$168,000, and his “kiting” activi- 
ties ranged from $600 to $5000 a 
day. 

McClintock was counsel for Leo 
Mergen, former cashier of the Be- 
loit Bank, and was charged with 
filing false certificates with the 
bank. The loss to banks was nev- 
er estimated fully, but was placed 
at $3,000,000 over a period of 15 
years by some investigators. The 
money seems to have been used in 
various stock-selling enterprises, 
which resulted in additional losses 
to investors. 

How Scheme Was Revealcd. 

The swindle, which no doubt 
would have come to light eventual- 
ly, was discovered through acci- 
dent in 1923. Two men named 
Stout had offices on the same floor

in a Kansas City office building. 
A letter intended for R. N. Stout, 
a dealer in mortgages, who was 
later indicted in the case, was de- 
livered to another Mr. Stout. The 
latter opened the letter, and be- 
cause it involved a man of the 
same name, turned it over to a 
bank examiner when its contents 
aroused his suspicions. The Ver- 
non Bank received a visit from the 
examiner a few days later, and was 
closed.

When questioned by 
police, Mrs. O'Loughlin said she 
had been ill, as had her son by a 
previous marriage, Douglas Milli- 
can, 8. She said she believed the 
illmess was induced by eating glass 
Physicians conducted an examina- 
tion, but said they could find no 
symptoms other than that the 
woman was weak from a 48-hour 
fast. 

Officers said they had found a 
blood-stained tire iron, wisps of the 
child’s hair and a towel in the 
O’Loughlin automobile, which Mrs. 
O'Loughlin used twice the night 
her stepdaughter disappeared. Mrs. 
O’Loughlin explained the towel had 
been used to stop a nose bleed 
suffered by her son. 

Physicians said the slain girl's 
body had enough glass in the vis- 
cera to have caused death within 
five or six hours, but clung to the 
belief that she died from drowning 
after having been knocked uncon- 
scious with two blows on the skull.

His grandfather was 
Brigadier-General George Zinn, an 
officer in the Union army during 
the Civil War. He had been flying 
about two years. His mother lives 
at Gordonville, Va. 

Mackie began flying in 1914. 
During the World War he was an 
instructor at army flying schools. 
After the war he engaged in com- 
mercial flying. He was married 
and has two small daughters. He 
was employed aa pilot and instruc- 
tor at the Curtiss-Wright Airport, 
Valley Stream, N. Y. 

In 1923, while stationed at Lou- 
ville, Ky., he was commissioned | 
a Colonel on the staff of the Gov- 
ernor of Kentucky.

Very Few Home Cooks Know 
the Technique of Clean- 
ing 2 Chicken. 


Make a small incision below the 


breast bone. Insert the hand and 
carefully loosen the internal or- 
gans, the entrails, the gizzard, the 
heart and the liver, Reserve the 
last three; these are known as the 
giblets. 

Care should be taken not to 
break the gall bladder, which is at- 
tached to the liver. The liquid 
content of the gall bladder is very 
bitter, and makes the flesh un- 
pleasant to eat. 

Remove the lungs and the kid- 
neys. : 

Insert two fingers under the skin 
close to the neck and remove the 
windpipe and the crop. 

Pull back the skin of the neck 
and cut off the neck close to thr 
body, leaving enough of the neck 
skin to fold down under the back 
if the bird is to be roasted. 

Remove the oil bag from the 
tail 

Clean the inside of the bird by 
running water through it and wipe 
the outside with a damp cloth. 

To Clean Gfibicts. 

Cut the fat and membrane from 
the gizzard. Make a gash in the 
thickest part, cutting to, but not 
through the inner lining. Remove 
the inner sac and throw it away. 

Carefully separate the gall blad- 
der from the liver and cut off any 
part of the liver that Ras a green- 
ish color. 

Remove arteries and veins from 
the top of the heart and squeeze 
out the clot of blood. “Wash the 
giblets, put with them the wing 
tips and neck, cover with cold 
water and cook until tender.

Making Them Offers Few Dif- 
ficulties if Directions Are 
Followed. 


The thing that makes a pie dif- 
ferent from any other food is the 
fact that it has a crust—or two of 
them, as the case may be. And 
the character of that crust de- 
termines, largely, whether the pie 
is a good or a bad one, largely“ 
because the flavor of the filling 
must be counted in, too. However. 
it is on this question of crust that 
so many cooks come to grief. 

All young housekeepers yearn 
to make a good pie. There are a 
number of brands of advice that 
might be given to enable them to 
achieve this, but the simplest and 
the most important is “follow di- 
rections, and be sure of the tem- 
perature of the oven.” When bak- 
ing pie make a two crust one, say 
apple or peach and at the same time 
bake a pie shell, using another At- 
tle pan and putting the crust on 
the outside of it. This is filled 
with a chocolate or cocoanut cream 
or with fresh siiced fruit and 
whipped cream for another meal. 
The recipe for pie crust that fol- 
lows will make these two small 
pies. or one medium sized double 
crust. 

Pie Crust. 

Sift together two cups flour, one- 
half teaspoon salt and one-half 
teaspoon baking powder. Rub in 
two-thirds cup shortening. Use a 
fork or pastry chopper or the very 
tips of your fingers to work the fat 
into the flour. When the mixture 
is thoroughly blended soe that no 
lumps of fat are present, add just 
enough ice water to make a stiff 
dough. This will probably take 
about one-half cupful, but add ita 
little at a time, mixing it in with 
a fork, so that you are sure of not 
getting it too soft. A soft dough 
almost always means a tough crust. 
rather than the tender, crisp one 
so much desired. 

Turn the ball of dough out on a 
lightly floured board, divide in two 
parts, and roll quickly and lightly 
to a thin sheet. If the weather | 
is very warm it is a good plan to 
chill the dough before rolling ‘it. 
Don't work too hard over the rol- 
ling; use firm, light motions with 
the rolling pin and roll the dough 
in the general shape of the pie pan. 

Line the pie pan with the dough. 
patting into shape with the fingers. 
Be careful not to stretch the dough 
or it will tear. Have the shect 
large enough to fit over the pan 
loosely. Trim off the edges with 
a sharp knife. Roll the other piece 
of dough for the cover or top 
crust. The trimmings from both 
crusts will make a pie shell when 
they are gathered together and 
rolled again. 

Fruit Pie. 

Fill the pie pan with fruit, sliced 
apples perhaps, mixed with a lit- 
tle sugar and cinnamon, one-quar- | 
ter cup sugar, one-quarter teaspoon 
cinnamon to twa large appics. Have 
the top crust rolled te fit the pan, 
place it over the fruit and press 
the edges firmly together. Trim 
off the excess crust, and cut two 
slits in the top to let the steam 
escape. 

How to Bake Pies. 

All pies must be baked in a hot 
oven—400 degrees. Fruit pies 
should be baked rather quickly, 
while custard pies or those con- 
taining eggs in the filling, need 
slower heat. Put all pies in a hot 
oven and redute the heat after the 
crust has set. Bake fruit pies 20 
to 30 minutes at 400 degrees, then 
reduce the heat to 350 grees or 
a moderate temperature. Custard 
pies bake 15 minutes at 400 de- 
grees and finish baking at 325 to 
250 degrees. 

Small pices will bake in about 2 
minutes for apple or peach or ver- 
ries. A pie shell will only require 
eight to 10 minutes.

PISA, Italy, Oct. 20.—Invitations 
to the wedding of King Boris III 
of Bulgaria and Princess Giovanna 
of Italy Saturday have kone out 


from the royal villa at San Rossore. 
They are signed by the Duke 
Borea Dolmo, prefect of the pal- 
ace and grand master of ceremo- 
nies to King Victor Emanuel. 
The Duke recently celebrated his 
100th birthday. He has been mas- 
ter of ceremonies since 1864 and 
has ordained the ceremonies for 
several score royal weddings. 
Instructions sent with the invi- 
tations indicate the wedding will 
be simple, conforming with Fran- 
ciscan austerity. The women are 
required to wear gowns with high 
necks and long sleeves, with white 
veils, The wearing of jewelry is 
forbidden. The men will wear full 
dress, with their Italian or Bul- 
garian decorations. Officers will 


be read by Father Risso, who will 
unite the pair. The marriage 
agreement will be signed by the 
bride and bridegroom and four 
witnesses, together with Premier 
Mussolini and President of the Sen- 
ate Federzoni, at the Villa Costan- 
zi, Assisi. One copy will be kept 
by the State, one for court archives 
and a third for Bulgaria. The en- 
tire ceremony, as well as the low 
mass and procession, probably will 
take from 10.30 a. m. until noon, 
when a wedding breakfast is sched- 
uled. 

It is stated that the Italian royal 
family will accompany the newly- 
weds on a trip to Bulgaria aboard 
the Bulgarian ship Ferdinando, ar- 
riving at Varna Nov. 1.

Favors Proposition No. 1. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

AM writing to you to promote the 

adoption of Proposition No. 1 to 
amend the Constitution of this State by 
providing increased compensation to the 
members of the General Assembly, etc. 

The proposed amendment fixes the 
compensation of the members of the 
General Assembly at $10 per day for 50 
days of extra sessions, 100 days for gen- 


eral sessions, and 140 days for revising F. Mooney, 


sessions, and nothing thereafter. The 
present compensation of members of $5 
per day for 70 days for regular sessions 
and 120 days for revising sessions, with 
$1 per day thereafter, was fixed in 1875 
and under present conditions is not suf- 
ficient to pay the expenses of a member 
during the session of the Assembly. In 
1925 the General Assembly was in ses- 
sion 93 days. The length of the session 
in 1927 was 90 days. Hence, it is de- 
lieved that 100 days for a regular ses- 
sion is sufficient. The revising session 
of 1929 was in session 140 days and that 
is believed to be sufficient time for a 
revising session. 

The amendment limits the number of 
clerks and employes of the Assembly to 
75 for each house. This number will be 
ample to take care of all business. Of 
these clerks and employes 148 will be 
limited to not to exceed $5 per day, while 
the chief clerk of the House and secre- 
tary of the Senate may each receive 310 
per day. It cannot be denied that the 
General Assembly has been extravagant 
in the matter of its clerical force. It 
appears from the Session Acts of 1929, 
page 19, that $665,000 was appropriated 


for the contingent expenses of the Gen- 


eral Assembly and $146,000 for the pay 
and mileage of its members, making a 
total in excess of $$00,000 appropriated 
for the cost of the session. The Acts 
of 1927, page 90, and of 1925, page 87. 
show the amounts appropriated to have 
been the same for the sessions of 1928 
and 1927, to-wit: $362,750 for each ses- 
sion. It is estimated that had the cler- 
ical force as fixed in the present amend- | 
ment been applied to the sessions of 1925 | 
and 1927 the cost of each session would 
have been reduced $50,000, and had a 
similar standard been applied to the re- 
cent session of 1929 the cost thereof | 
would have been reduced $400,000. | 

We feel that the adoption of the 
amendment providing for increased com- 
pensation is an act of justice to the 
members of the Assembly in giving @ 
sufficient amount to enable them to live | 
in reasonable comfort during the session. 
It is in the interest of efficiency in mod- 
ernizing the method of passing bills, and 
will prevent loading the payrolls with 
useless employes, and will compel a real 
revision of the statutes every 10 years.

In Ohio the expenses are 5 per cent and in West 
Virginia, another one of the 17 states having insur- 
ance funds, the cost of doing business is only 4 per 
cent. 

- But the point need mot be labored that Missouri 
employers would enjoy financial benefits if Propo- 
sition No. 4 is successful. Even its bitterest op- 
ponents have been silent on that score, and are con- 
centrating their fire on other fronts. One of the 
most frequent objections made to the plan is that it 
would put the State into the insurance business. 
Perhaps the best answer to that was made by George 
executive secretary of the Associated 
| Building Contractors of Ohio, who said that while 
‘there was much difference of opinion among Ohio 
employers as to workmen’s compensation laws, he 
knew of no difference as to the advisability of state 


imsurance in a state which has a compensation law. 
In other words, a state insurance fund is a necessary 
complement to a workmen’s compensation law, and 
the truth of that has been borne out abundantly by 
Missouri's experience. 

Private insurance companies have grossly abused 
their privileges under the workmen’s compensation 
law, and have put injured workmen at a hopeless 
disadvantage. Under the old system, contests over 
injury cases were provided by ambulance chasing 
lawyers, who scrupled at nothing to obtain exces 


by demanding extortionate fees. The am

Just the same, none of us 
likes to be called old-fashioned, 
though just why, 
would be hard to say, since ob- 
viously so much of the best that 
men have thought and felt and 
done was the outgrowth of fash- 
ions now indubitably old. To be 
called “Victorian,” for instance, is 
something of an affront, and to 
be stigmatized as “Mid-Victorian” 
is far worse; for some reason or 
other not quite clear to us—prob- 
ably because the epithet makes a 
bigger mouthfal. 

These things being. as they are. 
some of us are going to be sadly 
disappointed in reading Winfield- 
Stratford's “Those Earnest Vic- 
torians.” The title seems to prom- 
ise ohe of those delightfully 
“ironic” and vastly, amusing dis- 
cussions of a bygone day presum- 
ably given over largely to Super- 
stition, sentimentalism, hypocrisy, 
snobbery and perfectly fearful 
“repression.” Perhaps the title 
was shrewdly chosen by way of at- 
tracting our attention to a really 
profound and illunfinating study 
of an age that we do not under- 
stand. 

The author finds in the Victorian 
era, as the result of a searching 
discussion of every field of human 
endeavor from economics to relig- 
ion, that far from being the 
comedy that some of us may have 
expected, the tremendous Victor- 
ian drama was in the final analysis 
a tragedy—and, what is even more 
disconcerting to us, a noble one. 
“When we have tried the Vic- 
torian Age (within our defined 
Umits)“, says the writer in sum- 
ming up his findings, by the tests 
of individual achievement, collec- 
tive achievement and moral prog- 
ress, we find that it passes all 
three with flying colors.” What. 
then. constitutes the tragedy of 
the Victorians? Their failure, the 
author points out, to adapt their 
society to the sudden change in 
the human environment brought 
about by their own industrial rev- 
olution. “What the Victorians did,” 
says the author, “though without 
acknowledging it, was to patch up 
a compromise, that might, at any 
rate, last out their time. They de- 
liberately avoided any vital or 
drastic solutions. They had no

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I.. REVENUE DROPS 
IN S4MONTH PERIOD 


Government Receipts $62,471,- 
odo Less Than in First Quar- 
ter of Previous Fiscal Year 


By the Associated Press 
WASHINGTON, Oct. .20.—A de- 


crease of $62,471,504 in Govern- 
ment tax receipts in the first quar- 
ter of the present fiscal year, as 
compared with the same period 


last year is announced by the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau. 

From July 1 to Sept. 30 the 

Government income from all tax 
sources was $708,363,707, as com- 
pared with $770,835,212 in the 
first three months of the last fiscal 
year. 
The major part of the decrease 
hoccurred last month when the tax 
collections dropped $48,847,552 
from 3593,98 3,224 for September, 
1929. 

Only six of the 36 classes of 
taxes showed increases, and they 
were minor items. Income taxes 
registered the greatest drop, being 
$55,740,192 less than collections in 
the first three months last year. 
Corporation tax collections de- 
clined $14,055,350, while individual 
income tax receipts decreased $41,- 
684,842. The total income tax re- 
ceipts from July 1 to Sept. 30 were 
$553,725,824, composed of $302,- 
675,618 corporation taxes and 
$251,050,206 individual. 

Increases in Some Lines. 

The classes that showed in- 
creases included taxes on rectifi- 
ers, retail and wholesale liquor 
dealers, manufacturers of Stills, 
etc., case stamps for distilled spir- 
its bottled tn bond and bewers, 
retail and wholesale dealers in 
malt liquors. The increases in 
these divisions totaled only $274. 
The tobacco tax was the only 
general subdivision that showed an 
increase, and this was due to a 
jump in the manufacture of cig- 
arettes and cigarette papers. Cig- 
arettes paid $97,881,500 for the 
first quarter compared with $96,- 
020,214 last year, while cigarette 
papers paid $413,373 this quarter 
as against $376,096 a year ago. The 
total tobacco tax, however, was 
only $9,450 more in the first quar- 
ter of this year, due to decreases 
in large and small cigars, large 
cigarettes, snuff and chewing and 
smoking tobacco. 

Documentary stamp tax receipts 
which advanced during the stock 
market boom dropped away $7,- 
936,343, showing a decrease from 
$24,606,196 in the first quarter of 
last year to $16,642,835 this year. 
Of this decrease $3,507,556 oc- 
curred last month. 

Decline in Security Taxes. 
Taxes on bonds of indebtedness, 
apital stock issues, etc., and on cap- 
ital stock salesor transfers, which 
had increased during the stock mar- 
ket beom, dropped $1,350,770 and 
45,314,147 respectively. The play- 
ing card tax declined from $954,- 
584 in thef irst three months of the 
last fiscal year to $827,701. 
Miscellaneous taxes dropped 
from $3,330,402 for the first quar- 
ter of the last year to $1,369,138 
for the same period this year. 

The greater part of the decrease 
in tax collections was due to the 
drop in income taxes collected last 
month as compared to those re- 
ceived in September last year. The 
collections this September were 
$497,288,740 as compared to $542,- 
065,837 last year. Among the 
major tax items only those on the 
transfer of estates of decendents 
showed an increase, advancing

SERGEANT THOMAS SHELLER, 26

Police Sergeant Thomas Sheller, 
a policeman and detective for 26 
years, died suddenly of heart dis- 
ease yesterday at his home, 1379 
Burd avenue. Going home after 
a night shift as Acting Lieutenant 
at North Market Street Station, he 
collapsed in his bedroom and suc- 
cumbed before a physician ar- 

rived. 

Sheller joined the force in 1904 
and was made a detective sergeant 
in 1915, serving several years as 
a member of the homicide squad. 
He was returned to uniform duty 
in 1925 and since has been con- 
nected with Deer Street, Newstead 
Avenue, Page Boulevard and North 
Market Streets districts.

I had held that 
position two years and a half. so 
you see I was not exactly a young 
girl when I took it. 

“This is only one woman's ex- 
perience, but as an expression from 
the optimistic ranks of office

CRYSTAL Comes Into 


There will always be a limited pro- 
duction of painted crystals because 
of the patience, training and prac- 
tice required until the technique 
can be mastered. Upon examin- 
ing a well-done painted crystal un- 
der the microscope one marvels 
that the human hand can work 60 
accurately in miniature. 

The process of painting crystals 
is interesting. A clear piece of rock 
crystal with a beveled surface is 
etched out on the under side with 
a fine tool not unlike a dentist's 
Urill. 

* * * 


HE subject of the painting is 
T. to different depths 80 

that the finished piece may 
have the perfect three-dimensional 
perspective. The painting must be 
done in reverse order. First, the 
highlights and finishing touches are 
applied, then the broader shadows 
and basic colors. So exquisitely 
does the expert employ his delicate 
medium that within the space of a 
sleeve-link facet have been execut- 
ed full-length pictures of golfers 
in motion, with the identity of the 
subject easily recognizable. When 
the painting has been finished the 
crystal semi-sphere is backed with 
mother-of-pearl, which adds a sub- 
tle iridescent glow. Sometimes this 
background is tinted to the color 
of sky or water if the subject sug- 
gests such treatment. 

Jewelers who specialize in paint- 
ed crystals are often called upon 
to reproduce portraits of pet dogs 
or fine horses, or even yachts. The 
widely known dogs of Albert Pay- 
son Terhune have been miracu- 
lously represented in a set of sleeve 
links.’ 

When the orders for a human 
likeness are accepted most jewelers 
advise that this portrait be done 
in the flat rather than etched into 
the crystal itself, as surer results 
are so obtained. For this the 
process varies. A fine, delicately 
colored miniature of the subject's 
head (usually taken from a favor- 
ite photograph) is made on the 
mother-of-pearl with which the

HE word “crystal” is derived 

from the Greek, meaning clear 

ice or frozen water. But so deep 
in antiquity lie the roots of the ro- 
mance of the substance that one 
can only guess at the many uses to 
which it was put during the more 
obscure and far removed periods. 

One of the most primitive exam- 
ples of rock crystal art is found in 
a necklace of very crude beads, 
product of an ancient culture 
which flourished at one time in 
Central America. This is now in 
the American Museum of Natural 
History. Even today, in the keep- 
ing of a dateless tradition, Thibe- 
tan monks take crystal or tourma- 
line spheres to top their hats, while 
wearing necklaces of crystal beads

RECISELY what does a person 
mean when he says he is tired? 
This question has fascinated 
all students of the human body, 
and the answers offered to this 
query are numerous and complex.
